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DeoidÏBd to Hold an Undergradu- 
ate Society Smoker in the 
Near Future. 

A regular meeting of the Arts Un- 
dergraduate Society was' held yester- 
day afternoon. The meeting opened at 
1.00 p.m., with the President, W. E. 
Ulampln, In the chair. After the min- 
utes of the previous meeting had been 
read and adopted, several important 
items of business were brousht to the 
attention of the Society. 

The question of appointing debat- 
ers to '-represent the Arts faculty at 
a future meeting of the- Literary and 
Debating Society was raised, and af- 
ter some discussion it was resolved to 
leave the appointment of these per- 
sons to the discretion of the Execu- 
tive. 

The president then referred to the 
almost entire lack of finances In the 
treasury of the Society, and stated 
that the Executive had found It ne- 
cessary. In order to carry , on the 
business of the undergraduate body, 
to levy an asseasmeht. of (60) fifty 
cents upon .each member of the Arts 
Undergraduate Society, 

Discussion then took )>lace regard- 
ing the holding of some social func- 
tion In the near future. Several sugr 
gestions were' pu^ forward, and con- 
siderable debate followed. In view 
oi the present conditions it was 
thought inadvisable to hold.a^^banQuet, 
expeclally in so far as it woiild' fia.ll 
to accompllsh*the purpose which was 
desired, namely, that of bringing all 
the members together Informally for 
an enjoyable evening. The other al- 
ternatives proposed were: (1) ' a 
theatre party, followed by a supper, 
and (2) a Smoker. After some dis- 
cussion it was decided that a Smok- 
er -v^ould be more informal and less 
expensive than the . Theatre , party 
and supper, and would In, every way 
fill the bill, under the existing finan- 
cial istress, better than any other form 
of social function within the reach of 
the Society. It was' therefore made 
the subject of n motion that a Smok- 
er be held in the near future at a 
date to be decided upon by the Ex- 
ecutive. 

In connection with the holding of 
this event, it was found necessary to 
collect the sum of fifty cents from 
each undergraduate, ^nd the work of 
receiving this; money was placed In 
the^ hands of the respective class 
treasurers. 

The mee,ting then adjourned.

Neeeiaity of Belief in On«t Ore«- 
thre roree of Which Bible 
TUls. 

I«st night, at Btrathcona Hall, tha 
Bible Study Claaaea began thair aao- 
ond term'a work with a awing. The 
proceedings began with the ever-popu- 
lar bean auppar, which haa baooma 
an almoat inaeparabla adjunct of 
thaaa weakly meatlnga thia year. 

Since thia was the Inaugural meet- 
ing 'for the aeeond half ot the aea. 
Blon,' a apaeial apaakar was secured, 
as aqnounoed In yaaterdaya Dally, In 
tha parson ot Dr. A.»W. Thornton, tha 
genial and popular dean of the Vac- 
uity of Dantlatry. Aa aoon aa tha aa- 
sambled atudenta had concluded a 
very aucceaaful attack upon the "eat- 
ablaa," Dr. Thornton waa Introduced 
to them by the Chairman, A. L. 
Walsh, Med. '21. 

The doctor begin hia talk In his 
well-known witty manner, compli- 
menting the management upon the 
excellence ot their "spread," and the 
assemblage upon the hearty cheer- 
fulness of their appearance, which 
belied the notion that some aeemad 
to have of religion when they con- 
nected it with long facea and gloom. 
Ha congratulated tha man bacauae 
they were ao fortunate as to be 
studying the <baat book in tha world 
to prepare them for getting the. most 
out ot life. We hear much in thaae 
times, said the apaakar, about Maxi- 
mum Efficiency, which he defined aa 
"obUlnlng the higheat posalbto out 
put for tha «nallaat expenditure of 
time and energy.'' Ha went on ta 
show that when we attempt to de 
velop our charactarlstlca to this 
point, we fall far short of the mark 
If we try to do so without the in 
spiration and counsel that we find In 
the Book of Books. The Bible, than, 
Is of Inestimable value to us, because 
it is the moat practical help we have 
in our life's work of character-build- 
ing. 

He next spoke ot tha necessity of 
our ballaf in the great Creative Force 
of which the Bible talla ua, whom we 
call God; whoae hand Ig, aaen every- 
where aa we atudy.-lifa about ua, or 
aft we delve into the orlglna ot lite. He 
here pointed out how the Kvolutlon 
theory was incomplete If we left out 
the Creator;, from this it followed that 
it was eminently reasonable to sup- 
pose that He who was responsible for 
the appearance upon the earth, of .in. 
telllgent man must be IntareatiB^ in. 
his handiwork. 

The speaker's next point waa that 
no one could truthfully, call himself 
fully educated if he did not possess a 
knowledge of this, the greatest- piece 
o.{ literature the world- knows. . To 
say nothing of ita aplritual value, it 
is a fund of llluatratlon and à atore- 
houae of beautiful paasages, aa, for 
example, tha laat chapter of the Book 
of Bcclealaataa, or the Book of Job. 

In 'conclusion he recommended the 
Bible to bis hearers aa the great re- 
generative force in the world to-day, 
because of the great system of prin- 
criples which <t, Montains — prlncUplua 
which have the power to change even 
a man's moral nature — because they 
are the principles of the religion of 
Jesus Christ. It is these principles 
which he dedlared "would make lite 
successful in the truest and highest 
sense of the word." 

After Dr. Thornton had sat down 
amid a round of applause, the Chair, 
man called upon Mr. McLeod for an 
Important announcement. ' Thla^ wais 
that David Porter, successor of John 
R. Mott. in the Student Volunteer 
Movement in North America, will be 
present for the coming week-end, 
when a Mission Rally will be held at 
the Hall. Saturday ' evening, at 8 
o'clock, there will be a meeting of all 
who are interested in the subject of 
Missions in Strathcona Hall, and 
Sunday, at 3 p.m., there will be a 
mass meeting tor all students at the 
same place. 

Last night's gathering was tortun 
ate in having two visitors, both prom 
Inent T;. M. C. A. men, who each 
spoke briefly. These wer« Mr. Ernest 
Clarke, National Secretary of the 
Canadian College T. M. C^ A.'s, and 
Mr. Sheldon, now on-the staff ot Ed- 
monton College, Who was the flrat 
Secretary of the McGllI T. M. in iti;. 
present building. Both testified to 
the value of Bible . Study aa part of a 
man'a Univeralty training. Mr. 
Clarke atated that it waa the aim ot 
the Northtleld Convention to get 200, 
000 college men and women in North 
America enrolled in classes studying 
the Scriptures and Missions. 

The second part of the evening's 
programme consisted of the regular 
Bible Study group classes. As the 
subject in Mr. Bradford's class was 
of so much interest and Importance 
to all, the most of the classes ad- 
journed and formed part of the Senior 
class for the time being. The sub- 
ject under discussion was the valua 
of Sex Education. Mr. Bradford spoke 
from several years' experience' in hos- 
pital work in the city of New Tork. 
and was able to furnish his hearers 
with the moat reliable atatlatlca- 
available. He emphaalzed- the -Import-, 
anca of a right 'inatructlon'-of youth if 
we want an Improved 'and progressive 
life. 

The success of the first Bible Study 
Supper of the new term augurs well 
for an interesting series of such meet- 
ings. All enrolled are showing an ac- 
tlvel linterest, and new faces from 
time to time are an indication that 
they are telling others of the good 
things in store for those who Join 'up.

tho ffeU ot \%Xt, and happened to ahow 
the ribbon to aome trleivda who -were 
pleased with the appearance of the 
combination ' of colors, ,but nothing 
aaaow to ha'va been dona In connec- 
tion with the matter Just then. 

Xa the spring of 1874 Professor 
Ubby proposed that hia class adopt 
the colors of the ribbon for their crew 
which was preparing to meet crewi i 
from Tale and Brown In a freshman 
regatta, to be rowed at Saratoga, 
The colors were adopted, and Profes- 
sor Llbby had 400 yards of the 
ribbon made: He supplied the mem- 
bers ot the craw with hat bands or 
orange and black and placed the rest 
of tha ribbon In a atore in Saratoga. 
Up to tlte time ot the race only four 
yarda had been aold. but the crew 
waa vlctorloua and t}ta apactatora at 
Saratoga adopted theaa colora, pur- 
ohaalng tha entire amount ot ribbon. 
From that time on, orange and black 
have been recognised aa tha~ official 
colors of tha university. 



THE TIAC'HINQ OF CITIZEN- 
SHIP. 

The following petition, drawn up by 
ex-acholara of an elementary school 
in Montreal, is a strong indication 
that the rising generation in Canada 
are really desirous to get down to the 
fundamentala of citlsenshlp. The 
petition ahowa, too, that in the 
teaching of children, oltlzenahlp, as 
yet, haa found no place. 

We, the mambera of the Dutferln 
School Graduates' Society, duly as- 
sembled; this eth day of November, 
1917, at our regular monthly meet- 
ing, in our School Building, 162 St. 
Urbain Street, having taken cogni- 
sance of the suggestions offered by 
the Montreal Trades and Labor Cmiii- 
clL the Board of Trade, the Cana- 
dian Club, the Montreal Citizens' As- 
sociation, and the Chambre de Com- 
merce, looking to the reformation of 
civic management in our own City of 
Montreal, wish respectfully to peti- 
tion you. Sir Lomer Qouln, as follows: 

1.— That you call your moral aua- 
alon to impreaa. upon the Catholic 
and Proteatant Committees of the 
Council , of Publie Instruction, the ne- 
eossity of greater attention to the 
study of dvloa as pertains to our own 
said city In Ihe elementary and sec- 
ondary schools of Montreal. 
• 2.— That civics, history and eoono- 
ralos as are related to an intelligent 
understanding of the generic term 
"good citizenship" be studied and 
taught in our elementary, secondary, 
technical and teacher training schools. 

3. — That the welfare of our city ig in 
a great measure dependent upon the 
personality and character of poten- 
tial cltisens iii our schools, and upon 
their teachers, wherefdre your con- 
sidoraiton to this larger phase of the 
question' of Montreal's government is 
imperative. 

4. — That' in the clauses to the Mont- 
real- '.Bill -lyou Ishould' insert '« <state< 
rnent declaring'. -..that the Municipal 
Bulletin, maps the city of Mont- 
real (indicating car Unes, wards, pub- 
lic buildings), all health and other 
reports and by-laws of the city 
should be sent to all our libraries, 
principals of our schools, for instruc- 
tional purposes in the teaching of 
civics. These to be distributed elth-, 
er free or at cost price as may be 
decided by the proposed Government 
of Montreal. 

E.— That to instil a pride In our 
historic and loyal city further clauses 
be inserted in the Montreal Bill that 
a specified day . be publicly Yecognlz- 
eaias an annual public holiday to be 
known aa "Montreal Day." This date 
to be fixed by the proposed Govern- 
ment of Montreal after consulfatlon 
with historical, educational and com- 
mercial bodies In the city, 

6.— That "Municipal Election Day" 
be a public holiday, and that the 
hours of voting be prolonged so that 
all classes of our population may 
find It convenient to come and cast 
their ballot. 

Wherefore your petitioners humbly 
submit the foregoing allegations, and 
we request that you do your utmost 
to place the ■ suggestions in the Stat- 
utes relating to the government of 
thé City of rMontreal. 1 .;.

SUMMER COURSE FOR 




General Impression is That a 
Course W31 be Arranged for 
Fourth Tetr Men. 

The foUowlnr from .the 'Varsity" 
of Toronto University, aeema to 
point to the probablHty of there be- 
Ing a summer course for fourth year 
Medical students. 

"There are many events trans- 
piring in the University and In con- 
nection with the students overseas 
which seem to point to ths fact that 
there wiili be summer - courass In 
Medicine this year. . Two Meds. ot 
the Class of '19 who went ovsrsesi 
last April have written, to friends In 
the University statins that they 
would return to the University short- 
ly expecting to -take a ■ Summer 
Course. They expected ths ooune to 
start in May. This seems to show 
that there will be a Sumriier Course 
for fourth year work. 

The opinion among the students as 
to the probability of a summer courss 
varies. There is a rumour to ths 
effect that tliere will be a course to 
carry on third and fourth year work, 
but the fifth year work cannot be 
conveniently undertaken. I*ok of 
facilities at the hospital.

It might be stated, that the Ksnsral 
consensus of opinion among ths Medi- 
cal students is in favour of a sum- 
mer course.' -The fourth year has re- 
cently passed a resolutdon that they 
be allowed to . coKtlnue their work 
during the summer. 

It seems that surgeons are needed 
at the front because Medical students 
are being sent home to continue their 
course. Evidently if this is the case 
a Summer Course would be a very 
valuable resource. Up ta going to< 
press no definite information could 
be obtained from the authorities.

HOA\' THE GERMAN FOOD TRADE 
FARES. 

Qerman food rationing affects pfq* 
duoers least, and wholesale dealers 
most, according to the National Food 
Journal issued by the British Food 
Controller.' The Qerman farmer, is 
allowed to retain an adequate share 
of his output for his own establish- 
ment, and generally keeps more, "The 
German wholesaler, on thè other 
hand, has been ruined. He has be- 
come an unnecessary link In the 
chain of distribution. The system 
leaves no scope for his activities, ex- 
cept as an agent of some public au- 
thority; and it is officially admitted 
that sufficient employment in this 
capacity can not be furnished, and 
that- -what there is has not been 'fair- 
ly distributed. Too many local - au- 
thorities have preferred ' to appoint 
persons outside the trade or to use 
chiefly agricultural co-operative ■ so- 
cieties to buy for them. In any case 
'the special qualifications . of the 
wholesaler, his knowledge of sources 
of supply and local requirements 
have been wasted and his capital has 
to a large extent been immobilized. 
The German retailer is a necessary 
part of the system. He has suffered 
from the extension of municipal shops 
during the war. but the creation of 
such shops is now officially dlscour- 
used. In- many towns he has been 
forced to combine with his fellows to 
form co-operative purchosiiig organi 
zations to which supplies are deliver 
ed. The mctxlmum prices, and still 
more, the innumerable and peculiar 
ticket regulations. Impose upon him 
obligations and open legal pitfalls 
which would have seemed unbear- 
able before the war. He can not 
make very good profits. But in gen- 
eral he Is sure of a restricted trade, 
and under those forms of 'System 
which require his customers to regis- 
ter he is sure of the individual cus- 
tomer for months at a time. He is. 
not a popular person. "Worse than 
a pasha,' is the phrase current to de-; 
scribe his attitude to thi public."— 
Weekly. Bulletin, U. S. Food Admin> 
istratton. 

WAR-TIME CANDIES. 
An exhibit of war-time candles is 
being made at the Patriotic Food 
Show held in the Chicago Coliseum 
by Bunte Brothers, candy manufac- 
turers of that city. The percentage 
of sugar in these candies has been 
greatly reduced by ' the use of corn 
sirup and corn sugar to amplify cane 
and beet sugar, and also by the free 
use of cocoa and chocolate in making 
soft candles, and by filling liard can- 
dles ,wlth fruit paste, nut paste,- mar- 
malades. Jams, and other conserva- 
■tioh ingredients. The factory test of 
excellence in making, these catidies-is 
to get aa' small a percentage of sugar 
as possible without impairing true 
confectionary quality, ' and also 'to 
make sugar shells as thin as possible. 
With ample supplies of chocolate and 
cocoa in the country, and no reason 
for restrictions in the use of marma- 
lades. Jams, fruits, nuts,^ and the like, 
chocolates made with centres of 
these ingredients are true conserva- 
tion candles, and their manufacture, 
sale and consumption is desirable.— 
'Weekly Bulletin, U. S. Food Admin- 
istration. , • '.

HOW PRINCETON CHOSE HER 
COLORS. 

Graduates (and undergraduatoa of 
Princeton University have often 
wondered how their alma mater came 
to adopt the orange and black as the 
official colors . of tho ' university. To 
tliose who have not previously known, 
a story which appeared in a recent 
issue of the Princetonlan, the college 
daily paper, furnishes an interesting 
account. Thp story follows: 

The origin of tho Princeton colors, 
orange and black, Is a matter which 
Is not generally known. It Is inter- 
esting to trace their source, and to 
learn In what manner these two col- 
ors came to be combined, and subse- 
quently to' represent the university. 
In the June number of the Nassau 
Literary Magazine, published In the 
year 1867, an article called "College 
Colors" appeared, which gave a list 
of the colors of the chief colleges and 
universities of this country, together 
with their various origins. Princeton 
was not Included, and the following 
query appeared at the end of the 
story: "College of New Jersey—?" 

Evidently the idea was taking root 
in the Student body at this time, and 
it seems to have developed further 
as a result of the action taken by the 
class of 1869 that same year, 1867. 
It seems that at a class meeting G. K. 
Ward, '69, proposed linking the name 
'^^wiuiain of Nassau, known as the 
iprmelVof Orange, with Nassau Hall 
by adopting orange as the color of 
the College of New Jersey. 

Notwithstanding the fact that the 
proposition to make orange the col- 
lege color had not yet received offi- 
cial sanction, the class of 1?69 seems 
to have selected It as the most suit- 
able color for the Yale-Princeton 
baseball game played on May 4, 1867, 
In the Lit. of October, 1868, appeared 
a statement that the four classes had 
adopted orange as the official col- 
lege color. 

The combination with black was 
not accidental, as many have thought, 
hut j(ras due to the act of Prof. Wil- 
liam ' Libby, '77, that it occurred. 
While abroad In 1871 and 1872 Pro- 
fessor Llbby purchased several yards 
01 the Duke of. Naussaii'S orange and 
black ribbon. He entered college In

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WASHINGTON, Q.O.^In /|t|jif^ùance 
ol' , its programme for' a nàta ' thor- 
ough preparation in citizenship, the 
Bureau of Education has . recently 
investlgated the extent tp which for-' 
elgn Ij^nguages are'taught In the elc- 
mcntahv schools of the United States. 
From statistics compiled by the Cur- 
cail'lt^tippears that only. 19 cities out 
oJ_^'l63\df ..26,000 population or over, 
from , ,TC|iich rSBSSiSd^^^,-. received, 
teach foreign j^haStg^ the 
seventh griide ■^r^ho"'' ièilementary 
rjchocil. In. 12 of .these cities German 
is the foreign language ' taught; in 
three cities German, : 'French and 
Spanish are all taugiy:'^. In the ele- 
mentary grades; ih-one cityf German, 
tlalihn and Polish; while in the three 
remaining cities the languages 
talight to elementary school children 
aroi French and Spanish alone or In 
combination. In a few cities the for- 
eign lanBuage is taught In all the 
grades from the first to the eighth; 
in others the instruction does not be- 
gin 'until thé fifth, 'or sixth grade. In 
one city as many , as 22,000 children 
study German in the ,, elementary 
school. 

Of particular- importanc« is the fact 
that ' few of the school superintend- 
ents M-ho' replied to the Bureau's In- 
fiuiry favor the teaohing.'pf German 
or any other foreign' 'language In the 
lower eOemontary school, though 
many of them believe thoroughly in 
foreign language study in the higher 
grades. A California superintendent 
says, "I wais in douibt before the war. 
!■ ajn becoming convinced now that our 
public schools 'should teach 'one n<i- 
tlon, .• one languS«e, one f laff.' The 
teaxshing of V foreign languasro below 
the seventh grade is a. isentlmental 
hoid of the old country on Àmerlca.ns 
,of. the .second generation-." An Illin- 
ois ' superintendent ^says: "The public 
schools should not asslst'ln perpetu- 
ating a foreign language in the home 
and foreign 'viewi>oihts in the com-! 
munlty." An Iowa superintendent 1? 
careful to explain that German' is 
taught In the elementary grades In 
his schools because "German-Ameri- 
can grandparenta and many parents 
deiniand U." 

'In its statememt regarding the silu- 
atibn^the Bureau makes the following 
8ug»08tloite:. "Therei ■ is a general 
agreement among educators aiw^ pub- 
lic men, both in this country and 
abroad, that Wiere should be- no inter-, 
ference with the existing schpoli an^ 
oollege provision for tiie te«ichlng pf
